“DOLLY BIRD” TELLS HOW 
SHE LET “DOCTOR” RUB HER 
SPINE AT COST OF $200 


Woman Who Gathers Evidence 
Against Bogus Practitioners Not

Health Department Detective “Dolly 
Bird,”” a young woman who ‘works up 
cases against persons suspected of prac- 
ticing medicine without license, gave 
testimony in Judge Taylor’s division of 
the Court of Criminal Correction which 
resulted in a fine of $200 against Wil- 
liam J. Wondracek of 4403 Arco avenue. 

“Dolly Bird,” who was not required 
to give her real name on the witness 
stand, testified that a week ago she 
went to Wondracek, who advertised for 
patients, and told him she had nervous 
pains in her stomach and wanted treat- 
mént. 

“Dr. Wondracek,”’ she said, ‘“‘took me 
into the back room and had me remdve 
my stays. Then he told me to“e down, 
face downward, across two tables placed

“The doctor placed his two thumbs 
together and .fubbed them up and down 
my spinal column. This, he said, was 
to adjust the spinal system and work 
up bloed circulation. He explained that 
all my trouble originated with the spine.

“Doctor” unless the word ‘‘Chiroprac- 
tice” followed.

Finally one was found on Sixth street,

Judge Spaulding was invited to look 
again on the picture, but he judicially 
declined. Experts were examined as to 
whether the picture was improper. Aft- 
er hearing their testimony, Judge 
Spaulding evidently decided that Psyche 
was not fit to be seen in public in St. 
Louis and rendered a verdict awarding 
Miller $15 for the material used ‘in the 
painting. 

Several times during the trial, Cav 
rigien wanted to cross over the ta- 
ble and whip Attorney Nicholas Rosch, 
who persisied in asking questions 
Carrigien considered impertinent. 
Rosch declared Sachs was responsible 
for having the picture taken into the 
street and ought to have been ar- 
rested, if Psyche falls under the ban 
of the ordinance. 

“Why,” said Sachs in arguing a mo- 
tion to have the case thrown out of 
court because it was illegal, as he 
seid, to make a contract to paint or 
sell such a picture, “when Mr, Mulvi- 
hill was Excise Commissioner he had 
saloon keepers arrested for exhibit- 
ing pictures no worse than that.” 

Assail’s Picture on Court’s Wall,

Following the announcement from New 
York that Dr. F. A. Cook, the North 
Pole explorer, will probably come to St. 
Louis to speak at the Coliseum on the 
night of Oct. 6, the Business Men’s 
League has cancelled its arrangements 
for a banquet in the great hall on that 
date. 

This arrangement will make it possible 
for more persons to hear Dr. Cook if he 
comes. The agents of the league are 
continuing the negotiations to bring Dr. 
Cook here. The league officials will not 
determine the manner of admission to 
the hall and whether there shall be any 
charge until it is known if a satisfac- 





‘tory contract can be made with Cook. 


But even if Dr. Cook does not come 
the banquet will not be held in the Coll- 
seum as planned. 


Will Be Smaller Banquet. 
A banquet will be given by the league, 


during Centennial week, but it will be 
@ smaller and a more costly affair than 
originally planned, and will be given 
either at the Planters, Jefferson or 
Southern hotel. 

“The Busyness Mens League has 
abandoned its plan to have a banquet in 
the Coliseum,” W F. Saundérs, secre- 
tary of the league, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday. “The Veiled 
Prophet ball is artanged for Tuesday 
night in the Coliseum, and it requires at 
jeast 48 hours to prepare for a banquet 
there. If Dr. Cook comes, his lecture 
and music by the Symphony Orchestra 
will take place in the Coliseum Wednes- 
day night. 

‘The league will give its banquet ac- 
cording to schedule, but it will be a 
smaller and more elaborate affair, and 
wili take place in one of the hotels. No 
definite arrargementis can be announced 
until we are sure what Dr. Cook is 
going to do.” 

James E. Smith, president of the 
league, said Wednesday that he has 
heard nothing of negotiations to pay Dr. 
Cook $20,000 for an illustrated lecture. 

Press dispatches from New York say 
that Dr. Cook has signified his willing- 
ness to come here if he its guaranteed 
$20,000 for g talk lasting an hour and 10 
minutes in which he will tell for the 
first time of his dash to the pole and 
exhibit lantern slides from photographs 
which he made on the journey. 

“Dp, C. Nugent is in New York as 
the agent of the Bus'ness Men's League 
to induce Dr. Cook to come here,” he 
said, “but neither Mr. Nugent or any- 
one els@ was author'ved io offer Cook 
$10,000 for half an hwtr, or $20,000. for 75 
rinutes. 

“He was instructec merely to find out 
what price Dr. Cook wanted and that 
proposition was to »e considered by the 
executive committee of the Business 
Men’s League. * 

“If Dr. Cook's figure is $20,000 I do not 
think there is any chance that he will 
lecture here. &f course, I can’t say 
what the cxecutive committee might do, 
but we can’. throw away money. 

“We had figured that we were willing 
to spend $2500 o, $3000 to bring Coox 
here. So far 1 have received no in- 
formation that Nugent has even seen 
Cook.”’ 

“The Business Men’s League knows 
nothing definite as to whether Dr. Cook 
will appear in St. Louis,” said Secretary 
W. F. Saunders Wednesday noon. ‘Mr.

SWORD DUEL 
WITH AN EDITOR 


Gery. Enrique Loynaz del Cas- 
illo, “Hero of Wajay,” 
Fights in a Parlor. 


HAD FAVORITE’ WEAPON 
Though Regarded as Good 
Swordsman, His Opponent 
Proved His Superior. 


Special Cablegram to. the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

HAVANA, Sept. 22. —Gen. Enrique 
Loynaz del Castillo, “hero of Wajay and 
17 other battles and skirmishes,”’ alleged 
leader around whom the promoters of 
the famous “cocoanut revolution” of 
1907 proposed to rally, defeated candi- 
date for the governorship of Havana 
province in 1908, a former member of 
the National Congress and otherwise 
notéa in this fair island as one who 
seldom has a quiet moment, has come 
to grief. 

His grief resulted from a duel with 
Wilfredo Fernandez, editor of El Com- 
mercio, a Havana daily newspaper. The 
duel was fought last night in the parlor 
of a private residence here. 

Cavalry sabers were used by the com- 
batants and honors were fiercely con- 
tested during several minutes of brilliant 
and skillful fencing before Gen. Loynaz 
was so severely wounded in his sword 
arm that he was unable longer to han- 
dle his weapon. Gen. Loynaz has the 
reputation of being one of the best 
swerdsmen in Cube and his defeat at 
the hands of Senor Fernandez aston- 
fshed his friends and created surprise 
even among his enemies. 

Warrior Challenged Editor, 

The duel wis the outcome of a sarcas- 
tic article in El Commercio which 
caused Gen. Loynaz to challenge Fer- 
nandez. The editer responded immedi- 
ately and in his choice of weapons se- 
lected one with which Gen. Loynaz was 
cupposed to be most. expert, since the 
General attaiffed his rank through serv- 
ice as a cavalry officer. 

Gen, Loynaz del Castillo, the wounded 
man, is easily the most picturesque fig- 
ure In Cuba. Wealthy and an aristo- 
crat in appearance, he has variously 
been the idol of a large centingent of 
the ‘“‘common people” and the laughing 
stock of the constituted powers—al- 
though their laughter has always been 
peculiarly fraught with a species of 
respect for the General’s principles and 
fear of his power. 

His characterization,as “the hero of 
Wajay” came about through his own ex- 
ploitation of his conduct at a near- 
battle fought during the revolution of 
1906, when President Palma was de- 
posed. Gen. Loynaz referred to him- 
self most égotistically in a series of 
articles contributed to local papers re- 
garding the 1906 revolution. 

Recognized by Roosevelt. 

At the same time he catalogued vari- 
ous other “battles and skirmishes’’ in 
which he claimed to have taken part, 
and his enemies thereupon dubbed him 
‘the hero of Wajay and 17 other bat- 
tles and skirmishes.’’ Since then cer- 
tain newspapers opposed to him have 
persisted in adding that descriptive sen- 
tence after his name whenever it, has 
appeared in print. 

During the American tntervention fol- 
lowing President Palma’s downfall, 
Gen. Loynaz was a familiar figure at 
the palace, and constituted himself an 
adviser of Gov. Magoon. Occasionally, 
when matters of importance failed to 
be decided to his satisfaction, he ap- 
pealed to President Roosevelt, and at 
least once a cabled protest from him 
was answered by President Roosevelt 
by cable and given_eut to the Cuban 
newspapers by Gen. Loynaz with con- 
siderable local effect. 

Aside from his defeat at the polls as 
a candidate for cove of Havana 
Province, Gen. ynaz has always 
managed to come out with honors of 
some sort whenever he has gotten in 
the* public eye here, until the duel last 
night, with one exception. That excep- 
tion was ludicrous, tut also gives an 
excellent idea of the General's posi- 
tion in the republic. 

Fought With Electric Fan. 
While calling on Guv. Magoon in his 
vapacity as non-official advisor two 
years ago he got his hand caught in an 
electric fan at the palace. Filaring 
neadlines appeared im the Havana pa- 
pers next morning reiting in detail 
how the “here of Wajay and f? other 
vattles and skirmishes” had mixed it 
up with a fierce electric fan, and come 
off second best in the encounter. Ob- 
viously none but a@ man of national 
prominence would havé received even 
such facetious publicity. 

Just what will follow the duel of 
last night Is not known. The taws of 
Cuba against dueling are the same as 
those in the United States, and the gov- 
ernment has, during recent years, made 
every apparent effort to break up the 
practice. Challenges to duel are fre- 
quent here, scarcely a wéek passing 
without one or more being noised about. 
This, however, is One ef the few since 
the Spanish regime that have actually 
gone to the point of serious conflict. 
Usually the police hear of the pro- 
posed “affair of honor” —not infrequent-

Loss to Louisiana Coast Towns 
Will Run Into Mil- 
lions, 


FINDS SHIP ON LAWN 


Storm Tosses Vessel Laden 
With Oysters Far Up Near 
Judge’s Home. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 22.—Reports 
of the tidal wave having swept Terre- 
bonne Parish, La., drowning 200 people 
appear today to have been erroneous. 
Indications are that the hurricane did 
much damage among the fishing camps 
of Terrebonne and that the loss of life 
will be greater in this parish than any 
other in the State. The death list may 
reach 60. 

Carrying 100 refugees from Grand Isle, 
a small island off the coast 60 miles 
south of New Orleans, the mail steamer 
Grand Isle arrived early today, bringing 
the first news from Grand Isle and 
Cheniere Caminada, another island. Not 
a life was lost on either island, but ev- 
ery head of livestock on both was swept 
into the gulf. 

‘Fields of cane were laid flat and sev- 
eral orange groves destroyed, the trees 
being broken off or uprooted. Property 
\damage on these two islands will run 
into the thousands. 

1800 Killed in 18932. 

In 18988 both islands were swept by one 
of the worst storms in the history of 
the gulf and 1500 lives were lost on 
Cheniere Caminada.

These headpieces consist of a metal 
spring on the end of which is a tele- 
phone receiver, which, according to the 
company’s rules, must at all time be in 
close contact with the operator's ear. 
There is where the rat comes in—or 
rather where it sticks out. The most 
fashionable rats are made of wire, but 
the operators cannot wear them be- 
cause they do not “give” sufficiently to 
permit the receiver to come in contact 
with the ear. 

Necessitates Hair Rats. 

Therefore those girls who wish to 
comply -with the rules of the com- 
pany, which are inflexible, though 
not ratified by the operators, have 
found it necessary to wear hair rats. 
These are said to be more trouble- 
some and more apt to be dislocated 
than the wire ones. 
Miss Clara Heiser, superintendent 
at the Bell Bomont Exchange said 
Wednesday that while no gpecific rule 
against rats has been promulgated 
the girls “understand” that they can- 
not work if they wear wire rats. 

Traffic Manager Thompson of the 
Bell Telephone Co. said he wouldn't 
think of making a § specific rule 
against rats, 


Girls Understand Rule. 


“Nevertheless,” he sald, “the girls 
all know that they must not wear 
anything on their heads which will 
interfere with the contact of the re- 
eeiver and the ear. In individual 
cases if a girl were found to be 
wearing a rat which prevented this 
contact she would be advised to re- 
move it. This may have been done 
in some specific cases, but the rat is 
not officially recognized in our print- 
ed rules.”

Y COBB’S prowess on the ball 

T field has radsed such havoc to op- 

, posing players during the past 

two seasons that it now seems likely the 
officials of the big leagues will have to 
take action, during the coming winter, 
to do away with the wearing of baseball 
spikes;. When Cobb cut down Barry at 
second base M@iday afternoon in Phfil- 
adelphia, it was the straw that broke 
the camel’s back. 

First, it should be made clear to the 
fans that the source of all this damage 
ip not “‘spikes’’ at all. Instead of spikes, 
baseball shoes are equipped with some- 
thing more resembling knives, They 
dort stick, they cut. The purpose of 
weuring these blades is to enable the 
player to start quickly both in fielding 
balls and in running bases. It is abso- 
lutely necessary that the players wear 
these knives on their shoes or else go 
with nothing on the soles whatever, for 
rule 19 of the official playing rules reads 
like this: 

No’ player who shall attach any- 
thing to the sole or heel of his shoe 
other than the ordinary baseball shoe 
plate, or who shall appear in a uni- 
form not conforming to the suits of 
the other members of his team, shall 
b2 permitted to take part in a game. 
This means that In order to do away 

with “spikes,”’ it will be necessary for 

the officials of baseball to change the 
rules. 


Change Is Imperative. 


HE danger to players guarding the 
bases has become too great for 
present conditions to continue. Its 

pad for the game to read of players 

being laid up because of “being spiked.’’ 

Ty Cobb alone has injured no less than 

a half dozen men this year, and othe: 

base runners have injured a few, 

though no one is so dangerous as Cobb,

There are three ways the officials may 
remedy the evil. The first one and 
the one that seems most worthy of con- 
sideration is to do away with the pres- 
ent baseball plates, and adopt a shoe 
with dull cleats, probably made of 
leather, such as are the football shoes 
used today.

As a matter of fact, there are no spikes worn in baseball, in the 
sense of spikes as worn on sprinting and running shoes.

It would hardly do, therefore, to bar 
from going in feet first, for it would rob 
the game of much of the base running 
which has come to be about the best 
feature.

The other suggestion, that of penaliz- 
ing the base runner when he spikes a 
player, would not necessarily do away 
with the evil. It would bring about more 
caution by base runners and doubtless 
would eliminate much of the spiking or 
cutting; but still the basemen would be 
in danger. 

Severe Penalty Needed. 

T had been suggested that if a base 
| runner spike an opposing player, he 

be put out of the game. That pen- 
alty is not.severe enough:to remedy the 
evil. Base runners would take a chance 
every time. For, though the baseman 
would always be liable. to be spiked, 
still he might escape it most of tlife 
time. The penalty should be heavier. 
Besides putting the base runner out 
of the game, he should be called out on 
the play, no matter if ne did have the 
base stolen, and should be held under 
suspension for a period of three or five 
days. That would bring about caution, 
but the evil would still 4xist. 

If the evil) lies in the “spikes,” do 
away with them. 

Spikes are not necessary to baseball. 
It may take some time for players to 
believe that, but if they were barred 
and the men had to use dull leather 
cleats, they would forget about the old 
steel blades in a few games. 

Doubtless the movement to do away 
with spikes will meet with much oppo- 
sition. There are firms with money and 
influence who are manufacturing these 
spikes. There are patents out on them 
and they would be rendered worthless

Here are men who 
have club investments reaching up into 
six figures, and an injury to one of 
the star players may not only inca- 
pacitate him from the game for weeks 
or possibly forever, but weakened 
through loss of such a player the club 
may fall rapidly in the percentage co)- 
umn and the gate receipts in a corre- 
sponding ratio. 

“Spikes are also dangerous for those 
who use them, as many players are in- 
jured by their digging too deeply into 
the soft ground or catching into the 
bases, thereby Causing the runner to 
turn his ankle and get a serious sprain. 
There have been several! attempts made 
to change to other devices to prevent 
slipping, although the present spike does 
not eliminate this trouble in picking up 
& bunt on wet ground. There was an 
invention of a chain to cover the spike 
and aiso a small shield in front, but the 
pinyers said they both got clogged on 
wet ground. As a matter of fact, none 
was ever fully tried by the best players. 

“I have seen a college team that used 
a modified form of football cleat and 
the players said it worked with per- 
fect satisfaction. This cleat would be 
well worth a trial. of course, if the 
spikes were to be eliminated and the 
basemen and catchers knew there would 
be no danger from this source in block- 
ing we might have serious trouble from 
this infraction of the rules. At any 
rate, I intend to make the matter a sub- 
ject requiring legislation in my report 
up to the 


Rules Committee to take some action.”

IDEN CITIZENS.

Business Men Believe J. H. 
Bledsoe Innocent of Com- 
plicity in Killing. 


44 WENT TO SIGN BAIL 





Slayer Is Declared to Have 
Been Drunk While Im- 
plicating Others,

MALDEN, Mo., Sept. 22.—Cenfident of 
their acquittal of a charge of complicity 
in the killing of Joseph N. Scales, July 
4, 1908, former City Marshal John H. 
Bledsoe and Deputy Sheriff John W. 
Summers are eager fur trial early in 
October. 

Bledsoe and Summers both bear excel- 
lent reputations and the sentiment of 
the bankers, business and professional 
men of Malden is decidedly in their fa- 
yor. When it became known in Mal- 
den that warrants had been issued in 
Kennett against Bledsoe and Summers, 
42 of the leading citizens of the town 
went with them to Kennett and signed 
their bonds. The accused men were 
each required to give bord for $15,000, 
but their bondsmen qualified for more 
than $1,600,000. 

The charges against Bledsoe and 
Summers are based on the confession 
of Leslie Cox, who shot Scales in a 
moving picture show. Cox's father and 
Dr. J. W. Beall were killed Feb. 17, 
1907, by Dr. A. L. Brannum, who eper- 
uted a distillery in the outskirts of 
Charles Scales, a night watch- 
and his ceusin, 
Jeseph Brannum, espoused the cause. 
According to Assistant -Prosecuting 
Atturney Morris, Cox was under the in- 
fiuence of liquor when he opened nego- 
tiatrons for a plea of guilty. The at- 
torneys for Bledsos and Summers are 
confident that Cox’s word will not be 
taken as against the word of the ac- 
cused man. 

Cex had been in much. trouble and 
was wanted in Cairo for abtaining 
mor.ey under false pretenses at the time 
of his confession. 

Declares Accuser Was Drunk. 

“T am anxious for trial,”” said Mr. 
Bledsoe to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“The charge against me is based on the 
confession of Cox and he was under the 
influence of intoxicants when he made 
it. Besides, he wants a pardon and de- 
sired to create some sentiment in his 
favor by accusing others, 

“T am charged with conspiring with 
Cox to kill Scales. The fact of the mat- 
ter is, I found Cox sitting on a bench 
in front of my office at 6 p. m. the 
day he killed Scales. He had been 
drinking and was crying. 

*“T asked him what he was crying 
about. He said he had staod all he 
could and appeared to be desperate. I 


scalled him into my son’s livery stable 


and admonished him to go home. I 
said: ‘Leslie; you can’t afford to get 
into any more trouble. You have made 
enough trouble for your mother now. Go 
home and stay there.’ 

“Two men in the livery stable .were 
standing by and heard me tell him this. 
They said to him: ‘Mr. Bledsoe is giv- 
ing you good advice. You take it.’ 
‘‘Cox testified te these fact in his first 
trial. Now, when he makes a state- 
ment against me, his word is taken as 
against his first statement. There was 
talk of issuing a warrant against me 
when the killing occurred. Mr. Morris, 
who is assisting the prosecuting attor- 
ney In the case now, would noi hear of 
of it then. He said it was preposterous 
to accuse me. 

“I have lived in this town 28 years, 
and I am 64 years old. Here and else- 
where I have been an officer of the 
law for 35 years. I have always en- 
forced the law. The last time I ran 
for Marshal of Malden I received 336 
votes and my opponent received two. 
“As soon as my neighbors heard of 
the charge against me they came to 
me and asked to sign my bond. I did 
not wait to be arrested, but went to 
Kennett with my, business and profes- 
sional friends and gave bond.” 

Hopes Feud Is Ended. 
Summers would say only that he is 
innocent and desired to be tried as soon 
as possible. 

J. L. Downing, attorney for Summers 
and Bledsoe, said: “These two men have 
been the foe of evil-doers in Malden 
for years. They have always been for 
law and order. -Their past lives is a 
refutation cf the charges now made 
against them. There was ‘no reason 
why either should desire to have Scales 
killed. 
“They will not only be acquitted, but 
completely exonerated when they are 
tried.”’ 
It is said Cox told the Prosecuting 
Attorney that Summers gave him the 
money to pay his way into the show to 
kill Seales. Mr. Dewning says Cox bor- 
rowed 2 cents from Summers before g0- 
ing into the picture show, but that Sum- 
mers had no knowledge of Cox’s inten- 
tions when he made the loan. 
Regarding the feud that has already 
cost four lives, Mr. Bledsoe, who neither 
drinks, uses tobacco or swears, said:

SEE OPERATION PERFORMED 
INVOLVING BRAIN TISSUES 


To Avoid Possibility of Inflamma- 
tion Two Days Will Be 
Taken for Task. : 


By Leaseqd Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Three hundred 
doctors from all over Greater New York 
assembled yesterday at the Kings 
County Hospital to witness an opera- 
tion on Harry Judkowitz of Brooklyn 
for a growth on the brain’s lower sur- 

face, anteriorly. 

Judkowitz lost his eyesight nine 
months ago, and his memory failed him 
completely. He grew rapidly worse, 
and for the last six months has been 
in a state of coma, recovering .con- 
sciousness only for brief. periods. He 
could not recognize anybody. 

To correct this condition, caused by 
the pressure of the growth on the 
brain centers, the surgeons cut a pas- 
sage through the nasal bones to the 
brain. To reduce the risk of inflamma- 
tion of the delicate membranes that in- 
close the brain, that is, the risk of 
miningitis, the doctors will allow the 
patient to rest two days. Tomorrow 
afternoon they will complete the opera- 
tion and remove the growth. 

This is the first time an operation of 
the kind has been performed in Great- 
ér New York. Judging from the pua- 
tient’s condition, the surgeons say it 
will be a success. They think tha 
growth was caused by a form of can- 
cer.

PROGRESS IN ST.: JOSEPH. 
The Municipal Voters’ .eague is making ar- 
rangements to have one of the directors of the 
New York Bureau‘of Municipal Research address 
the Board of Freeholders. Some excellent infor- 
mation can be obtained from this source. The 
Bureau of Municipal Research is practically a 
clearing house of knowledge of city government, 
and most particularly has it been instrumental in 
solving the vexatious and complicated problems 
of municipal bookkeeping and accounting. 
The Freeholders should also take notice of the 
new charter approved by popular vote of the peo- 
ple of St. Joseph. This charter presents a modifi- 
cation of the commission form of government in 
compliance with Missouri law. It is notable that 
St. Joseph is the largest city that has yet come 
to an approximation of the commission plan. The 
variation from that plan is in the retention of a 
small City Council of five members, elected at 
large, and with powers of legislation only. The 
commission scheme is followed in the increased 
powers of the Mayor, on whom is placed the en- 
tire responsibility for the public service. This 
is distinctly the commission idea. The Mayor ap- 
points the heads of all departments, and while the 
Council may decline confirmation, objections must 
be in writing and concern themselves only with 
the fitness and qualifications of the nominee. 
Other features of the St. Jusepk charter are a 
limitation of 25: years on all franchises and a 
referendum on petition of 25 per cent of the 
voters, while provision is also made for the ini- 
tiative and the recall. A Public Utilities Commis- 
sion is a conspicuous feature. _ 
St. Louis cannot wait to see the results of this 
experiment in municipal government, but it may 
well heed the progressive work of a Missouri 
City which has displayed the courage to work out 
the great problem along somewhat new lines and 
in the face of vigorous, if covered, opposition 
from the utility corporations and the reactionary 
element.

St. Louis was named after a very 
good man, but has never followed his 
example very perseveringly. It is the 
metropolis of everything west of the 
Mississippi River, and doesn’t mind 
mentioning it. Between the remarks of 
St. Louis on the east side of Missouri 
and Kansas City on the west, the 
mules in Central Missouri have lost 
their voices trying to be heard above 
the din. 

St. Louls has 600,000 people, two dozen 
railroads, 50 skyscrapers, and a world’s 
fair debt. Its greatest wonders are its 
railroad station, in which passengers 
may run for 32 trains at the same time, 
the Eads Bridge, a 100-acre brewery and 
a dollar which the late municipal gang 
overlooked in the City Hall. St. Louis 
had the largest world’s fair on record 
in 1904, and recovered from it in a re- 
markably short time. It is an American 
city of French ancestry, but now has a 
pronounced German accent. St. Louis 
is the wholesale center for the whoie 
Southwest, and the traveling men em- 
ployed in the city would fill 1111 smok- 
ing cars, allowing two seats per trav- 
eling man. St. Louis is not artistic, but 
points with pride to the fact that it has 
the finest botanical garden in the coun- 
try. The Mississippi River runs past 
the front door of the city, which facx 
is regarded with some resentment, it be- 
ing claimed that this is the only thing 
that ever gets past St. Louis. The city 
has more than its share of skyscrapers, 
but has not had a champion basebal! 
club in 20 years, which has retarded 
its growth to some extent.

Letters Indicate Man Was 
Known as Stickney, White 
and Elmer.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22._A man who 
came from Richmond, Va., where he 
had registered at a hotel as James 
Elmer and was wanted on a charge of 
forgery, 
tective office of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey while the detectives were 
searching his baggage. At his side when 
he killed himself was a woman he had 
brought from Memphis, Tenn., ard to 
whom, according to her story, he was 

to have been married here. 

The woman told the detectives that 
she was an orphan and admitted having 
lived as best she could for the last eight 
months. She said that she met Elmer 
in Memphis. 

“He told ‘me his name was James 
Murphy,” she said, “and that he was 
connected with a bank note company. 
He said he was on a vacation and he 
promised to marry me if I came to New 
York with him. I don’t know what the 
Richmond police want him for. My own 
name is Lucy Elmer and my home is in 
Asheville, N. C.” 

Married Last Year in Chicago. 
Elmer’s body was taken to a morgue 
in Jersey City and the woman was 
locked up at police headquarters there. 
When the police got Elmer’s trunk and 
traveling bag open at headquarters 
they found about twenty-five checks, 
some signed, some biank, made out on 
banks all over the country. There was 
$360.76 in cash and a revolver in his 
clothes. 

Letters and other papers found in the 


under thé name of James Gilbert Stick- 
ney and thet he was married at 5828 
South Park avenue, Chicago, Aug. 19, 
1908, by *he Rev. John W. Nicely to 
Paulina Ke‘ly. Tww letters were found, 
one from this woman's mother and one 
from her father, indicating that the 
marriage had proved unhappy. 
A letter dated Dec. 4, 1908, from Pert- 
land, Ind., was signed William M. Kent. 
In it Kent says that he was the girl's 
father and that she had run away from 
home and had been qrrested in Chi- 
cago. 

Many Checks Found, 
There was another letter from Mrs. 
Kent to him under the name of White 
in Sioux Falis, in which was written: 
“Tf you get out this time watch next 
time. It pays to be careful.”’ 
Among the many checks and check 
books found among Elmer's effects was 
@ check made out to James Elmer. 
Among the checks was one signed 
“James Gilbert Stickney” for $150 on the 
bank of Oldham, S. D.; one on the 
Savings Bank of Larchwood, Io., for 
$1000; a check on the first National 
of Solomon, 8. D., for $1060, and another 
made out in the name of J. M. John- 
stone on the Garden City State Bank 
of South Dakota for $1500. 


Wanted for Forgery. 
RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 22.—Elmer 
was wanted nere for forgery. He passed 
a check for $375 on the Jefferson Hotel, 
paying his bill and that of the woman 
with him and receiving the balance in 
cash. The check was later found to be 
worthless.
